RIGHSTAG BEAT 
VON PAPEN BADLY

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—(/)—A _ de- 
fiant reichstag overwhelmingly voted 
non-confidence in the ministi, of 
Chancellor Franz Von Papen today 
and thereby precipitated a confusing 
situation unprecedented in Germain 
parliamentary history. 

Just before the vote was taken the 
chancellor tried to forestall it by 
decreeing the dissolution of the legis- 
lature. He was thwarted by Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering, reichstag speaker, 
and, as a member of Adolf Hitler's 
national socialist party, one of the 
bitterest enemies of the Von Papen 
regime. 

Aftet the members had expressed 
their lack of confidence in the min- 
istry by a vote of 513 to 32, the nazi 
speaker read the decree of dissolution.

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American, European Bankers 
See Recovery in Germany

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—/)— 
American and European banks which 
still have about $1,200.000,000 of short 
term credits tied up in Germany are 
beginning to feel more cheerful over 
the prospects of Germany’s eventual 
economic recovery 

While they voaiies that Germany 
still has many diffieulties to overcome, 
notably the mechanical difficulties of 
transmitting foreign exchange from 
that country to creditor nations, they 
express the belief that German s 
financial outlook has been consider- 
ably improved, partly as a result of 
the recent Lausanne agreement on 
reparations. 

Indications of their more hopeful at- 
titude have been furnished, bankers 
state, in the recent willingness of 
Germany's creditors to shift a por- 
tion of their short term advances into 
longer. term obligations. In other 
words, American and European banks 


cash advances to German! 


> banks are availing themselves in some- 


what greater measure than before of 
the German bankers’ proposal that 
they convert such advances into 10- 
year 6 per cent notes, which in turn 
are guaranteed by the German banks. 

In addition, the standstill agreement 
of 1932, which expires next February. 
permits creditors to shift their ad- 
vances into long-term investment in 
German bank stocks. 

No authoritative estimate is yet 
available as to what portion of the 
$1,200.000,000 of Gérman short term 
credits has been shifted into longer 
term German investments, but it is 
stated that a moderate amount has 
been converted.

Scurrilous Circulars Seek 
To Link Congressman 
With Appointments. 


BUCHANAN, Ga., Sept. 12.—After 


religious tolerance, Governor Richcrd 
B. Russell Jr. and his political or- 
ganization were unmasked here today 
as the perpetrators of a last-minute 
scurrilous attack designed to inject 
the religious issue into the campaign 
and aimed at his opponent, Repre- 


Judge Crisp himself exposed the 
attack and brought it to public at- 
tention in an address before a large 
gathering of Haralson county citizens, 
who gathered in the courthouse to 
hear him deliver one of the final 
speeches of his campaign for the Unit- 
ed States senate. 

The scurrilous attack, printed on 
yellow paper and being circulated 
widely as a hand-bill in north Geor- 
gia. seeks without any foundation in 
fact to link Mr. Crisp with the ap- 
pointment of a number of Catholic 
congressmen on committees of the 
lower house. It was evidently de- 
signed to offset certain editorial criti- 
cism voiced by a few weekly news- 
papers of the state of the appointment 
by Governor Russell of two prominent 
Catholies to high positions under his 
reorganization of state departments. 

Those who read the yellow circular 
denounced it as a final effort on the 


part of the governor and his workers |:

question, a charge hurled at him re-

denial even more vigorously in his 
speech at Buchanan today, denouncing 
the state executive for raising the 
question, 

The last-minute printed attack pre- 
tends to be a reproduction, in part 
at least, of an editorial in a current 
issue of the Carroll County Times, 
but in the conditions it sets forth as 
facts such a profound ignorance of 
congressional affairs is manifested as 
to raise a question of any newspaper’s 
willingness to print it without closer 
editing. 

It singles out nine members of the 
house of representatives, who it says, 
are members of the Catholic faith, 
and describes them as heads of impor- 
tant committees which are given. De- 
spite the fact that committee chair- 
manships are determined by the time- 
worn rule of seniority, the circular 
attempts to charge Mr. Crisp with 
responsibility for their positions. 

_ But the gross misstatement of fact 
is found in the committee chairman- 
ships assigned to the nine Catholic 
members, For example, the circular 
makes the assertion that Representa- 
tive John J. Delaney, of New York, 
is the head of the house naval affairs 
committee.

It states that the powerful appro- 
priations committee is headed by Rep- 
resentative John J. Boylan, of New 
York, when the chairman of the com- 
mittee, as the congressional directory 
will show, is Representative Byrnes, 
of Tennessee.

ERWIN EXPLAINS 
RUSSELL INCIDENT 


Athens Man Says He 
Was ‘Howled Down’ by 
Governor’s Friends. 


ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 12.—Andrew 
C. Erwin, Athens businessman, to- 
night issued a statement in connec- 
tion with an incident that occurred 
when Governor Richard B. Russell 
Jr. spoke. in Athens last Saturday 
night. | 

The statement follows: 

“Kditor Atlanta Constitution: 


“A very distorted and ipaccurate 
account of an incident that occurred 
at the Russell meeting Saturday 
night in Athens has appeared in one 
of the Atlanta papers which | think 
calls for correction. From the article 
in question it would appear that 1 
was howled down by the citizens of 
Clarke county when I attempt to 
speak, and it was further made to 
appear that I had rudely and without 
justification interrupted the meeting. 

“The facts are briefly these: Il 
was present when Governor Russell 
was making his speech. He seemed to 
be incensed because 1 had recently 
made the statement that two of his 
supporters in Athens were handing 
out certain objectionable’ circulars 
which the Russell headquarters claim- 
ed were being circulated by the sup- 
porters of Judge Crisp. I stated some 
days ago that I had the names of 
these two Russell supporters who were 
circulating these pamphlets. These 
two parties knew that such was the 
fact and it was significant that Il 
was not called upon to name them. 

“In the course of Governor Russell's 
speech, he made one uncomplimentary 
reference to me which I passed unno- 
ticed. He then made the statement

Russell Charges Circula- 
tion of Literature Seek- 
ing To Arouse Prejudice 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga.., Sept. 12. 
Governor Richard B. Russell © Jr. 
Monday offered evidence designed to 
show that the Crisp headquarters 18 
responsible for the circulation of lLit- 
erature intended to arouse religions 
prejudice in the senatorial race.

nor Russell said. “That is what is 
voi happen to Mr. Crisp on Sep- 
tember 14, despite all the money of 
the power trust and the jute trust and 
their minions and henchmen. 

“The Crisp campaign managers have 
insulted the intelligence of the people 
of Georgia by distributing low, false, 
scurrilous. and defamatory circulars 
that nobody had the nerve to sign, 
charging that 1 bad turned the state 
colleges over to a Catholic, despite 
the fact that the head of the uni- 
versity system is the same man who 
has been there for years, Chancellor 
Charles M, Snelling, known to most 
of you personally and a layman in 
the Baptist church for 40 years. 

“The only change that has been 
made in his status during my admin- 
istration was to give him wider scope 
and greater power by making him 
the head of all the state colleges, in- 
stead of just the University of 
Georgia.

Maddox, on being informed that de- 
ponent was a Baptist minister, made 
the statement that “we have some 
literature here that ought to appeal to 
you. We are going to send it out in 
all the mountain counties,” and show- 
ed the deponent a large stack of cir- 
culars headed, “Can You Vote for 
Russell ?”’ attacking Governor Russell 
for appointing Catholics to office.

End of 
Depression. 

In the Crimea, where I was laid up 


—s 


the window on the pure white marble 
palace of Prince Felix Youssopoff, the 
baptized Tartar, the man who shot 
and killed the monk Rasputin. I did 
a little reading from a collection of 
German, French, British 
and Dutch journals and periodicals, 
graciously placed at my disposal by a 
local G. P. U. man, who looked in 
every day to inquire after my health. 
I read that wages and general ex» 
penses have been reduced so much in 
America that on a relatively small 
basis of production some profit is be- 
ing made again. This is a typical 
roof that the depression is nearing 
ts end. 

Another proof is the increase of the 
gold production. Toward the close of 
an era of prosperity gold production 
always goes down. Last year, how- 
ever, was a record or banner year in 
gold production. Another periodical 
informed me that in many regions old 
mines had been reopened and that 
elsewhere steps were being taken to 
open up new fields. In the Man- 
chester Guardian, it was said that 
gold production has become the most 
profitable industry of Canada, sur- 
passing in value the entire coal pro- 
duction. Twenty-five per cent in- 
crease in gold production was recorded 
for the year 1931 in Canada, 

If those signs do not deceive—and 
a hundred years’ experience indicates 
a correct analysis, twas said—the end 
of the depression is near. And this 
I read in a Russian economic journal, 
spelled it out rather. The advice was 
given workers in foreign lands not to 
permit a lowering of wages at thie 
time. “For,” so it was argued, “if 
you do, it will take you many years 
of the coming era of prosperity to re- 
gain the present level.” 

This is jmportant., I have no opin- 
ion on raising and lowering wages, or 
the justice or injustice of it. What 
is important is that such varied au- 
thorities all think that the economic 
sky is at last clearing. A fervent 
“amen” to their predictions! 


Crimea. 


The Crimean peninsula is one huge 
garden. And just because it is such 
a marvelously fertile land, it changed 
hands so often in the course of his- 
tory, Excavations now going on re- 
veal that not only Greeks dominated 
here in the past, but after them came 
Seythes, Romans, Goths, other Slavic 
tribes, then Genoese, Tartars, Turks 
and finally the Ruesians. The last 
violent struggle for control came after 
1917. In four years’ time the penin- 
sula changed hands five times, First 
the Reds had it, then the Germans 
fook it. Back it went to the Reds. 
They in turn had to hand things over 
to Whites, Frenchmen, Englishmen 
and Italians, In che end the Reds 
came back and stayed. The country, 
a6 you may well imagine. did not im- 
prove much in that period of strife 
and civil war, 

Before giving up the czarist regi- 
ments, chiefly composed of officers, 
stripped bare and destroyed bare 
everything in their path, in the man- 
ner of Sherman working his way 
south, through Georgia. The coast of 
Crimea was given to the nobility by 
Catherine the Great. That is, she 
began the movement of donating large 
tracts of land to deserving nobles. 
Subsequent ‘czars kept up the prac- 
tice. This meant that original in- 
habitants were simply driven off their 
farms and vinyards to make room for 
the pa:..tial summer homes and im- 
mense gardens of the nobles. 

Nicholas II had his jewel-like resort 
Livadia here, a palace wherein I saw 
hundreds of young women from north- 
ern cities enjoying a southern holi- 
day. A local guide showed me the 
palace of Alexander IIL and_ with 
cynical calm pointed out the stairway 
on which his majesty fell and broke 
his neck after a lively party upstairs 
which broke up with the ezar and his 
guests fighting like boorish country 
yokels.

Danubian Conference 


Adopts Italian Scheme 


STRESA, Italy, Sept, 12 
The agrarian committee of the Dannu- 
bian conference today agreed to ap- 


prove in principle the Italian scheme | 


for economic restoration of the agra- 
rian countries by imposing a 
tax on trade throughout Europe. 

The principal delegates to the con- 
ference. however, reaffirmed that. the 
economic balance of central Europe 
must be attained by the free play of 
natural economic forces, 

The Italian scheme, proposed on 
September 8, suggested the tax, whose 
proceeds would be paid into a central 
fund, The fund would be used for the 


improvement of cereal prices and the | 


stabilization of national finances in 
central and eastern Europe.

(Editor’s Note: This is the first of a series of articles by Ralph Mc- 


Gill, Constitution Sports Editor, on Southern conference football teams. 
Mr. McGill is now on a tour of the conference camps and will write daily 
articles, giving Constitution readers first-hand information about the 
teams and players. The first article today deals with the prospects of 
Vanderbilt University.) 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 12.—Your Uncle Dan McGugin, for nigh 
onto 30 years chief of the Commodores, finds himself this season with- 
out the two weapons he uses best—a kicker and a passer, 

Give your Uncle Daniel a kicker who can get the 
football down the field for serious distances, a passer 
who can handle the ball, and he will stick a few crip- 
pies in at some other positions and bound up with a 
football team which will cause no end of trouble. pe een

The Commodore squad has a lot of power. Good, 
old-fashioned manpower. There are a lot of hairy- 
chested young men on the Commodore squad who 
could double for Tarzan. And you know that lad 
Tarzan. 

But there seems to be no one who will give the 
Commodores a kicking game. And there seems to be 
no one who can supply the Commodores with a pass- 
ing game. Which is a strange predicament in which to 
find the Nashville football hopes. 

And then, too, the Commodores have bobbed up with some- 
thing new in the football world. I judged, from the worried look 

on your Uncle Daniel's face, that he was considerably worried lest 

some of his boys trip over their Phi Beta Kappa keyes and break 

a leg or get hump-backed from carrying around scholastic honors. 

There are six men on the squad eligible for Phi Beta Kappa. That 
means they are students who average about 90 for three or four years. 
And there are others who are near that honor. Only three or four of 
the 30 have any difficulty with the text books. 

This, of course, will be a great blow to the Carnegie Founda- 
tion which delights in spending a great deal of money each year 

to prove that the football players are dumb students, just a shade 

dumber than track athletes. And that wrestlers are the smartest. 

_ The foundation will no doubt frown heavily on Vanderbilt's foot- 
ball outfit. It is against all tradition. 

Vanderbilt lost four conference games last fall. Alabama, Georgia, 
Tulane and Tennessee were the teams beating them. And yet the Com- 
modores were a better team than the record indicated. They lost, for 
instance, four men in the week before the Alabama game. And in the Ten- 
nessee game they had a kicker who punted about 25 yards each time the 
Commodores were deep in their territory, thus giving the Vols repeated 
chances to score. And before the Tulane game the Commodores lost two 
backfield stars. And at Georgia three first-string players were hobbled 
on the bench with injuries. In addition to this the team was worried 
by dissension. 


Vandy Always Around Top. 


The Commodores have been among the first eight teams in the con- 
ference and in previous organizations for about 30 years. And there is 
no reason to place them lower than fourth this fall. 

The Commodores play a very difficult schedule. 
well-arranged one so far as difficult games are concerned. They 
will hardly win all their games. They lost four last fall. They 
have this year practically the same material that was on hand last 
fall. Still minus an experienced kicker and passer. The opposition 
is about the same, probably stronger at Tennessee and Alabama, 

a bit weaker at Georgia than last season, and goodness knows what 

at Tulane. The Wave should be a bit weaker, but the Wave in- 

sists it isn’t. And for the past couple of years they’ve been right. 

Vanderbilt, if a kicker and passer are developed, may surge forward 
and become one of the great teams of the south. On the face of things, 
however, there is no basis for believing that a great team will result from 
the combined efforts of McGugin, Cohen and Cody. 

Larry Burton, a sophomore back, is being regarded with af- 
fectionate interest. He shows some signs of becoming a real 
kicker. Consequently, he is as much prized as a first-born son. 
They all crowd around and watch him say “Da Da” with his foot. 
They all hope he gets to talking by the time the early games come

AS GEANT PILOT 
FOR TWO YEARS 


Memphis Bill Plans To

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—(UP)— 
“Memphis” Bill Terry, who succeeded 
John J. McGraw as manager of the 
New York Giants in June, was signed 
today to continue as player-pilot of 
the Bronx outfit for two more years. 

In announcing Terry's reappoint- 
ment, Club President Charles A. 
Stoneham confirmed the United Press 
statement of August 25 that the slug- 
ging first baseman would. be re- 
signed. ! 

Stoneham made no mention of 
Terry's salary but it is understood 
to be about $25,000 with a bonus at 
the end of 1933 and an increase in

e Commodores were woefully weak on pass defense last 
season, Georgia and Tulane, especially, giving the team a lot of 
misery and woe with that weapon. | 
I watched the Commodores in two practices today and on both of 

the bills of fare were long sessions devoted to pass. defense with Russ 
Cohen rushing here and there with words of advice and acceleration. It 
was very good work. The Commodores looked a great deal brisker than 
they did last fall. 

This 1932 Vanderbilt team is pretty much a senior outfit. Of 
the first-string players and substitutes, there are eight seniors and 
two juniors. Three sophomores are accorded an excellent chance 
to win places. 

Much depends, of course, on the development of Burton, the sopho- 
more back, and on the accomplishments of Bob Berson, a tackle who 
was ill last season. He had malaria. He has taken enough quinine during 
the summer to sink a ship and thinks he will go all right. He is a big 
fellow and will make the regular tackles, Tex Levyendecker and Jim Beas- 
ley, the latter an ex-guard, step around considerably. He will add strength | 
to the line. |

Boston, who finished his first round 
cupied a precarious position. 

The fine golf displayed by Fischer 
was no surprise to those who have 
observed his sensational progress this 
season, even though it caught the field 
by surprise. The Michigan University 
sophomore did a business-like job of 
acquiring golfing honors for his home 
club, the Highland Country Club, of 
Fort Thomas, Ky.

This example of a corrupt attorney perverting a public office for personal 
gain cannot be too strongly condemned.

He seems to have a penchant for making @ little on the 
side. 1 have the court record of the McRae bribery case in Dade county, 
Florida. McRae claims that the Miami indictment accusing him of taking a 
$3,000 bribe as justice of the peace was a ‘‘political frame-up,”’ and that it 
was dropped when the state’s witnesses strangely disappeared. But there is a 
sequel to the Miami chapter of hie checkered career. He never gave the p-blic 
the details of how the matter terminated in a subsequent civil trial. 

The indictment had accused Justice McRae of taking a $3,000 bribe to issue 
a false warrant for a man named Schreiber, the plaintiff being a man named 
Abe Cohen.

Now McRae, in desperation, has continued his attack on me. Why he should 
single me out, 1 do not understand, I am only one of about ninety per cent of 
the lawyers in Atlanta who have signed a published endorsement of Solicitor 
Boykin.

He was depressed be- 
eause he had lost his job and dis- 
tressed because he found himself a 
pensioner on his younger brother, 
was already burdened with the sup- 
port of himself and his aged par- 
ents. William was so downed by 
his luck, financial and romantic (for 
he said he could make no headway 
with the girls), that he was con- 
templating suicide. Indeed he said 
that but for the grief his self-in- 
flicted death would be to his old 
father and mother he wouldn’t hesi- 
tate to destroy himself, 


That heart-felt cry of a discouraged 
boy has brought five letters to this 
column, each of them written by an 
individual who has had a similar expe- 
rience. A. man writes a& follows: 
“William’s letter touched me_ very 
much, know where he could get 
a job at $30 or $35 a month. He 
could get board for $15 a month, Now 
I know this isn’t much but I am 
living on it and many others are. Tell 
him I will be glad to help him all I 
can. 


“I have had a bad experience, too,” 
writes a young woman. “I lost my 
job and had dependents who looked 
to me for bread. For four months 
I have had no work whatever. For 
the past year I have had five months 
work at an average of a dollar a 
day. I have been fighting ill-health 
for years. Sometimes I think I can- 
not stand it any longer but 
thought is soon followed by a braver 
one. It is this and maybe it will help 
William: Faith is the great gift and 
this is the time when the idle and the

unemployed have a ¢hance to prove 
that they do have the great gift. We 
must not get discouraged and think of 
self-destruction becquse we are going 
through this trying time. We are not 
hungry and some day we will be able 
to pay those that are now seeuing 
us.” 

And another reads: “William 
musn’t think of self-destruction. His 
brother is pe to help him out of 
this jam. was in the same frame 

of mind once and my tae 
me. My advice te William is the 
result of experience. Tell him to 
confide in his family and not to 
broed in silence over his trouble. 
When he talks it out he will feel 
better, for there is always someone 
to sympathize and show you a bet- 
ter way than your own sick mind 
ean find.” 


A letter in a newspaper column—a 
letter signed “William” and so kind 
are the impulses of people, so keen 
are the sympathies of people, that 
they read such a letter and sit down 
to write words of encouragement, 
hoping that they will meet the ey« 
of this stranger and give him new 
hope and fresh courage. So long as 
people are capable of pity and quick 
to appreciate the difficulties that are 
faced by their fellow men and will- 
ing and anxious to lend a helping 
hand, there is hope for the world. 
This incident takes one back to that 
dramatic incident in the New Testa- 
ment which describes the cripple that 
lay by the pool of Bethesda, beiiev- 
ing that if he were able to get into 
the waters when they were troubled 
he would be cured of his ailment from 
which he had suffered 38 years. But 
the crowd passed him by, stumbled 
over him in their effort to be cured 
of their own diseases, Then came a 
man full of pity, that divine quality 
the possession of which distinguishes 
man from brute. He expressed an 
interest in the sick man’s condition, 
and offered to help him, with the re- 
sult that he was healed. 


The indictment against the society 
to which he belonged, brought by this 
invalid, is tremendous in its reach 
and pathetic to a degree. Said he 
to the Great Healer: “Sir, I have no 
man, when the water is troubled, to 
put me into the pool, but when I am 
coming, another steppeth down before

Duplicate Contract is extremely in- 
teresting for one reason, in that it 
affords an immediate and direct con- 
trast to the swings which are some- 
times produced in Contract play by 
freak holdings, the type of hands upon 
which the most heated post-mortems 
are held when players learn that if 
the bidding had taken another course, 
the losers might have been the win- 
ners, and the winners, the losers.

bond market today suffered its worst 
break in nearly four months. 

There were some rallies near the 
close, however, and trading slowed 
down appreciably in the decline. Sales 
totaled only Ae ges nga par value, 
but the average for 60 corporate 
bonds dropped eight-tenths of a point, 
the widest recession since May 13. 

A slump of 16 points in Nickel 
Plate 6s caused a scurrying for cover 
by the holders of low-priced carrier 
issues and the recent buoyant bonds. 
that had recovered as much as 300 
or more per cent from their lows of 
the year, proceeded to slough off from 
1 to 5 or more points. Most of the 
heaviest losers, though, closed some- 
what above their low levels of the 
ay. 

The near-collapse of the Nickel] 
Plate bonds followed the granting Sat- 
urday of a loan of $6,800,000 to the 
road from the Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation. The approval of 
the interstate commerce commission 
provided that olny $5,000,000 should 
go toward meeting the road’s $20.- 
000,000 maturing 6s on October 1. 
The action of the I. C. CG. was in- 
terpreted in some quarters as indi- 
cating further restrictions on loans to 
railroads. 

While most of the second-grade 
railway bonds showed net losses of 
from 1 to 4 points on the day, the 
best quality legal issues held to a 
comparatively steady position. 

Of the industrials and utilities, the 
former were the weaker. American 
Telephones were generally  wunshak- 
able, but issues of International Tele- 
phone gave up 3 or more points. 

The foreign department was __in- 
clined to ease. German loans dropped 
around a point following the reichstag 
crisis,
